the.west," said he, "ill.-boding voices, 
voices from the pulpit 'and the divine, 
voices from the college and the educator, 
voices from the bench and the bar, voices 
from the press and its sages, the voice; 
of the president himself, denouncing in 
ringing tones and deploring the univer- 
sal spread of selfishness in its meanest 
and most repulsive1 form—the form of 
dishonesty. They bewail-one universal 
carnival of dishonesty. Alas! These 
voices arc not unconfirmed."

TOLERATED BY PEOPLE. 


He deplored the conditions which have 


led men to tolerate the terms "graft" 
and "grafters" and said lie fcnred the 
very use. of the words was an indication 
of men's tolerance of a thief nnd 
his 


trade. He called upon the members of 
the association ,tq give (heir assistance 


I in remedying a condition which makes it 
possible "for men who pose as the salt 
of the earth and who condemn, without 
reserve, those who steal Sfty dollars or 
forge a chock fo& a hundred dollars, or 
accept a. bribe, to themselves make mil- 
lions by lying", by misrepresentation, by 
fraud, nnd by briber}1," without receiving 
punishment or even criticism, while the 
man who steals the paltry sum is sent to 
jail.

He believed that their 
dark side should be investigated and set 
out as lucidly and 
forcibly 
ns their 


bright side. He referred to the growth 
of the socialist movement as shown -by 
the last presidential elections as due 
largely to the fact, he said, that the 
masses see great fortunes accumulated 
by dishonest means and when so accum- 
ulated combined to some other individual 
enterprises. He believed, however, that 
the situation was not without hope, as 
the very fact that the country has

hundred and fifty families were homeless 
in Rhinelouder last night as a,result of 
a sweeping fire yesterday 
afternoon 


which reduced to ashes almost the en- 
tire north side of the city. 


The fire started shortly after 1 o'clock 


in the dry sheds at the yards of the 
J5rown Bros. Lumber 'company. A gale 
was blowing at the time, and within an 
hour it was beyond all control in the 
tall lumber piles, through 
which it 


spread rapidly to the residence section. 


People had scarcely time to remove a 


portion of their household effects before 
their homos were in flames. 


MILITIA ON GUARD. 


Entire blocks in the residence district 


were entirely 
wiped out. Household 


goods now lie scattered for miles north 
of the city and the, local militia is guard- 
ing it. 


The fire is by far the worst in the 


city's history. Besides destroying 150 
homes, two ward school buildings, two 
churches, stares, and other buildings, it 
cleaned out every foot of lumber in both 
the Brown Brothers and the llobbins 
Lumber companies' yards. 


The loss on lumber is estimated at 


$800,000, well insured. The 
property 


loss, as near as can be ascertained at this 
time, will probably reach §400,000 more. 


NEARBY CITIES SEND AID. 


Assistance was wired for to Anligo, 


Ironwood and TV.ausau, and about 3..0DO 
feet of hose was sent in on special trains. 
Once started, however, it was impossible 
to check the flames, and for a time it 
looked as if the destruction of a greater 
portion of the city was certain. 


HOMELESS SLEEP IN ARMORY. 
The destitute families are being cared 


for as well as possible, every home being 
open to the. needy. The armory of Co. 
L, is equipped, to accommodate over 100 
sufferers, and provisions are being dis- 
tributed to the sufferers. 
The lire was 


under full control at 10 o'clock. 


The total insurance is said to .be about 


$400,000. The principal losers are: 


Brown Bros. Lumber company, lumber, 


$250,000, ' insurance, $175,000; 
Robbing 


Lumber company, $223,000, insurance, 
$165,000; two school houses and engine 
house, $25,000. 


BUSINESS HOUSES WIPED OUT. 
While the principal portion of the bus- 


iness district of the city of Rhinelander 
is locatsd on the south side of the Wis- 
consin river, practically all of the large 
lumber interests center on the norlh 
side. There are many other interests, 
such as extensive machine shops and the 
terminal properties of the Soo line, which 
maintained considerable of a division 
point at this place. Ma.ny of the small- 
er business concerns, such as grocery and 
supply stores, were also .located on the 
north side of the river and were swept 
out of existence by the flames. 


Remote 
from, the mill and lumber 


yards were the homes of the laborers, 
and a considerable portion of Rhineland- 
er's population live in that section of 
the city destroyed by yesterday 
after- 


noon's lire. These homes were practical- 
ly all owned by the men employed in the 
mills and factories and were not the 
property of the mill owners, 


LUMBER COMPANIES HARD HIT. 
The principal loss is sustained by the 


lumber companies on the stocks, mills 
and factories destroyed. Brown Broth- 
ers, of which Congressman W 13, Brown 
is president, is one of the big lumber 
concerns of the state, with one of the 
largest manufacturing plants in tho 
northwest. Tlie llobbins Lumber com- 
pany is another big concern, and the two 
plants constitute practically all of the 
lumber industry remaining in this city. 
Both concerns own and operate a sys- 
tem of logging railroads reaching into 
the timber supply further north and 
west. Both companies own considerable 
standing timber tributary to Rhineland- 
er. 


Rhinelnndcr is the principal point on 


the Soo line between the Soo and Minne- 
apolis, and also tho largest city on the 
Chicago 
and Northwestern 
between 


Wausau and Ashland. For many years 
it has been one of the largest lumber 
centers in the state, and the companies 
affected by today's fire wore t\vo of the 


heaviest operators in northern Wiscon- 
sin. 


WHOLE CITY IN DANGER. 


The better class of residences are lo- 


cated across the river from the section 
of the city destroyed. The population 
of the burned portion ol: the city is be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000. 


Ai>-one time great fear was manifested 


for the safety of the entire city, ns a 
shift in the wind meant destruction to 
the business and residence sections on 
the south side of the Wisconsin river.

BERLIN", Oct. 3.—Andrew De\Vet, 


nephew of tlic famous Boer general, 
Christian DeWet, has been arrested at 
his residence in a suburb of Windhoek, 
German Southwest Africa,

other Boers, accused of plotting the over- 
throw of German rule iu Southwest Af- 
rica and create a Boer republic. This 
news purporting to come from an excel- 
lenij authority was distributed to the 
German press by the Hauseatie Press 
bureau and is accepted as true by lead- 
ing Berlin journals. 


BOERS WERE ORGANIZED. 


Andrew DeWet, who is a merchant of 


Windhoek is described as having arrang- 
ed with the rebol natives to make com- 
mon cause with them. About 16,000 
lioers are said to be in German South- 
west Africa, one-quarter 
o£ whom are 


organized. Considerable quantities of 
arms were seized at DeWet's house. Al- 
though tbc arrests occurred Aug. 23, 
nothing was reported by cable to the 
newspapers, doubtless ou account of the 
censorship.
